ton. The congressmen came at the 
request of the president, who desires 
that they shall hear from General 
Wood a clear and full statement of 
the condition of affairs in Cuba. The 
congressmen mentioned are among 
the opponents to tariff concessions to 
Cuba and the president, it is under- 
stood, hopes they may see their way 
clear to joining with other republi- 
cans of the house in agreeing upon 
a policy that would have the unani- 
mous support of the party.

going into the conference Mr. Taw- 
ney stated that he would have a 
great many questions to ask General 
Wood.

TO MEET PKESIDENT PALMA, 


Washington, March 24.—An im- 


portant conference was held at the 
war department this afternoon be- 
tween Secretary Boot and General 
Wood, military governor of Cuba, in 
regard to Cuban affairs. It is under- 
stood tfhat it related mainly to legis- 
lation necessary to put the new Cuban 
republic on a ocnmd commercial basis 
at the outset of its career. General 
Wood has expressed the opinion that 
the proposed 30 per cent, reduction 
on Cuban imports will not afford the 
desired relief to Cuba. 
He is en- 


4tffcyoriug to secure more liberal con- 
cessions for the island. 


The fplan f<xr General Wood to meet 


Prwklwit-elect Palma. in New Yoik 
next Wednesday has been abandoned. 
Ifttt ift due to an arrangement made 
since General Wood's arrival in 
Washington, whereby President Pal- 
ma will come to Washington this 
evening and have a personal confer- 
ence with President Roosevelt -at the 
white house for the purpose of agree- 
ing upon a general plan for the 
transfer of the government to the 
newly elected officers of the republic, 
It is expected that Secretary Hoot 
and General Wood ^will be present. 
According to the present program, 
Ssnor Palma will be duly installed in 
the pwteidential office on the first of 
Ktav and a portion of the TTnited 
State* army will lemain on the is- 
laT&d af tar that date as long as their 
presence may be necessary to pre- 
serve peace and good order and per- 
fect the final details of the transfer. 
It is not known at this time how 
Icmg the troops will remain, but it is 
stated that they will all be with- 
drawn a* soon as the new govern- 
ment is in successful operation anJ 
able to proceed without outside as- 
sistance.

HENRY LOUIS HAMEL NO MORE 


FOUND DEAD IN BED AT THE 


HEDEKIN HOUSE. 


ECCENTRIC CHARACTER GONE 


WAS EXILED FROM GERMANY 


MANY TEAKS AQO. 


Heniy Louis Hamel, an ecceutiic 


character, who had besn a familiai* 
figure about the steets of this city 
for many years, was found dead in 
bed in his room at the Hedekin house 
at 4 o'clock Sunday 
afternoon. 


Chough possessed of some wealth, 
which he guarded jealously, Hamel 
died in absolute squalor. The post- 
mortem examination conducted this 
morring by Dr. A. E. VsoiBuskirk, 
under the direction of Coroner Bar- 
nett, disclosed the fact that Haanel 
had been suffering slightly f i om 
<pneumouia, and there were evidences 
if 
some intestinal inflamma tion . 


These, together with the effects :t 
tarvation, had, in the opinion of the 
physicians, besn responsible for his 
death. 


Hamel was a peculiar character and 


his life was an exceedingly eccentiic 
me. He was rather diminutive *n 
itature, habitually wore a suit of 
slothing of odd pattern that exhibit- 
ed untold yeais of continuous service, 
and inevitably earned a cane and a 
bundle wrapped in papei, which he 
guarded -with jealous care and which 
was commonly reputed to contain 
bonds and other secuiities of un- 
known value. 
The most striking 


haiactemtic of this stiange chai- 
acter, liowavei, was an oddly de- 
veloped nose of unusual prominence 
hat could haidly fail to arrest notice. 
Hamel was very uncommunicative 


and had no confidants, but it Is 
earned that he had not been feeling 
well for several days, and though on 
he streets Saturday, was hardly aVe 
o walk. Saturday night he retired 


the little room at the Hedekin 


louse in which he had lived for the 
past three yeais. Hera the did what 
ittle cooking1 he esteemed necessary 
or his own existence, and no other 
person was ever permitted to enter 
he loom for any purpose. 
It ha I 


>een his custom to arise about 5 
j'clock each morning, (but Sunday 
morning he did not do so, and other 
persons about the Hedekin (house 
noted the unusual quietude about the 
*oom of the aged man. During the 
afternoon the landlady, Mrs. Swaid- 
ner, notified the police, and tEhe offi- 
,eis bioke in the door. Hamel's dead 
body lay upon the bed, and about him 
was the cherished wealth he had 
hoarded for years, 


CALLED THE COB0NEB. 


Coroner Barnett was at once sum- 


moned, viewed the body, ordered its 
•emoval to the Peltier undertaking 
rooms and began an. examination of 
the squalid surroundings. 
Tied IP a 


bundle in an old coat which lay be- 
neath the body of the dead man was 
a total of cash and bonds aggregating 
about $1,450. 
The bonds 
were 


United States 4 per cents. There was 
one bond for $1,000; three of $100 
each, one of $50 and four of $20. In 
addition to these was a treasury draft 
for $14.10, $2 in nickels, $1.15 in 
pennies, $1.60 in dimes and *t small 
i&sortment of other small coins, 
an English shilling <and a mutilated 
quarter. 
The package wrapped in 


paper which was inseparable from 
the man ia his rambles about town, 
was found to contain samples of 
calico and other fabrics, evidently 
used by Hamel In occasional peddling 
expeditions. 


Following the post-mortem exam- 


ination this morning Coroner Bar 
nett turned the body over to Dr. 
Schick, The remains of the 
dead 


man were prepared for burial, and 
this afternoon the interment 
curred at Lindenwood cemetery. 


LIFE A STBAfraE OKE. 


Hamel's life was a strange 


He was 67 years of age, born at Hum- 
bert, Hesse province, O-ermany, where 
members of his family, said to be 
very wealthy, yet reside. It is be- 
lieved Hamel had no relatives in 
America. 
His nature was always a 


peculiar one, and it is said years ago 
his family gave him his share of the 
estate, amounting to about $10,000 
and sent him to America because o: 
his many eccentricities. 
He landed 


in America in 1851, his passport be 
ing found among his papers. Locat 
ing first ia Allen county, Ohio, li 
finally drifted to Fort Wayne som 
time in the early 70'*, and for year* 
has beeu known about town 
"Louie." 
He received a ftne educa 


tion in early life and th* family in 
Germany is a well fctu 
wealthy one* Hector Owft ffclgck

The post- 
mortem examination conducted this 
inorring .by Dr. A. E. VanBuskirk, 
under the direction of Coroner Bar- 
nett, disclosed the fact that Hamel 
had been suffering slightly from 
pneumonia, and there were evidences 
of 
some intestinal 
inflamma tion. 


These, together with the effects cf 
starvation, had, in the opinion of the 
physicians, been responsible for his 
death. 


Hamel was n peculiar character and 


his life was an exceedingly eccentric 
one.

MAJOR HILTON ADDRESSES A 


LARGE AUDIENCE. 


MEETING IN TEMPLE THEATER 


THBEE QUARTETS FUBNISH A 


TINTS MUSICAL PROGRAM. 


DISCOURSE FULL OF POWER 


SERIES OF MEETINGS BEGUN AT 


FIRST PRESBYTERIAN. 


The Masonic 
Temple was well 


filled on the ground floor yesterday 
afternoon by an audience composed 
of men exclusively, who came to list- 
en to a talk by Major 'Hilton, the 
evangelist, who has been laboring 
in Tort Wayne during the last sev- 
eral weeks, 


The meeting yesterday was prelim- 


inary to the opening of a series of 
meetings at the First Presbyterian 
church, the first of which was held 
last night and will be followed 'by 
meetings each afternoon and even- 
ing during the week, except Satur- 
day. 


Yesterday's service was not a ser- 


mon—it was a face to face talk and 
the lecture was intended only for 


MAJOR HILTON, 


men. 
Preliminary to the introduc- 


tion of Major Hilton an impressive, 
as well as a most delightful song 
service, was rendered by ensembling 
of the Haydn, 
Apollo and Linden 


quartets and the finest professional 
choruses ever heard on the stage of 
the playhouse never tendered more 
effective harmony 
than that pro- 


duced by the dozen voices compris- 
ing the three popular musical organ- 
izations above named. For the op* 
euing number "It is the Lord's Own 
Bay" was rendered and was followed 
by "Lead, Kindly Light." 
After 


prayer by Rev. Lake, of Calvary 
B. church, the quartets sang "Come 
Unto Me," after which Rev. 
Dr. 


Moffat, in a few well chosen words, 
introduced the speaker of the after- 
noon as "Major Hilton, once a ma- 
jor in the union army, now a major 
in the army of our Lord, Jesus 
Christ." 


AN AGE OF ATHLETICS. 


"We are living in a day of ath- 


letes and athletics," said the speak- 
er, and the science of physical cul 
ture is a remarkable acquisition to 
the day in which we live; it is good 
to make us strong. If these singers, 
who have just 
entertained 
us so 


pleasantly, had lungs no bigger than 
a quarter, they could not sing as 
they did; no. But athletics and phy- 
sical culture is not ali of our day. 
Centuries ago there lived a man who 
was a powerful athlete; it WHS Paul. 
He was an all around man and was 
a fast runner as well as a hard 
fighter. 
Yes, he was a fighter—a 


pugilist, and a good one, and he -ac- 
quired his strength by constant ex- 
ercise. 
He says so himself." The 


major 
quoted- 
from 
the letters 


of Paul to his son Timothy, whom 
he exhorted among other things to 
exercise and exercise constantly; he 
told him to run and to run fast. He 
told him that he had run and inn 
so often and so fast that now his 
race was nearly run and told him, 
too, 
that he had 
fought the good 


fight and won. Physically, Paul was 
a powerful man, but the secret of it 
all physically and morally was con- 
stant exercise* The application was 
then readily made by the mapor. He 
said that you. never hear of a man 
spending much time studying how to 
make himself weak or puny, 
but 


that he always sought something 
that would produce the opposite ef- 
fect and illustrated that the church 
recognized the necessity of having 
good and healthy physical (bodies in 
order to advance the strength of the 
spiritual body, pointing out the fact 
that all or neatly all Y. M. a A. 
bodies and many churches had gym- 
nasiums connected with their estab* 
lishments. Nevertheless there were 
few men who were all around ath- 
letes like Paul, Usually a man has 
a. specialty; he may be a good sprint- 
er, but not much of A prize fighter, 
or a good prize fighter and not much 
of a runner, but Paul, through con- 
stant exercise, was both. 


STRONG THBOtJGH CHfclST. 
"I am neither," said the major, 


'but through Christ I can do any- 
thing. I had rather get the devil 
under my foot with my heel on his 
neck *nd hold him there than to be 
•ble to take J*ffrie* in one hand and 
Fit**mn»n» in the other and hold 
than toftthtr over my fef*d," con- 


cluded tn« mAjor, dramatically. He 
then launched into the question of 
temperance. 
He said that fighters 


in training1 did not drink; whyP Be- 
cause it ruined their health and im- 
peded their physical 
development. 


They don't drink while training at 
least," said he, "although most of 
them, I guess, make up for it after 
they have won a fight by staying 
drunk for about 
a year; yes, for 


about a year." 


The major's talk was plentifully 


interspersed with anecdotes, each 
illustrating a point and most of them 
vividly told 
and abounding 
in 


pathos. He told the story of an emi- 
nent English jurist who was regard- 
ed as a model among Christians, as 
well as men, who fell through drink 
and indulged passions -and told how 
the whole civilized world one morn- 
ing was shocked to learn that this 
illustrious 
man had 
been found 


dead in bed in. the house of a harlot 
in the outskirts of London, and it 
was learned that he had been a fre- 
quenter <at her place for years. That 
man exercised, 'but in the wrong di- 
rection. He told another story of a 
court scene in New York where an 
old mail, who was a witness, was 
asked whether he had ever been in 
prison. 
He admitted that he had 


been and on further questioning said 
that he had been in prison over ttoo 
years. Counsel on the other side de- 
rided the defense for offering the tes- 
timony of a witness who stood a self 
convicted criminal; a man who had 
not been iu prison for some petty 
offense, 
but who had committed a 


crime that procured for him impris- 
onment extending over a period of 
more than two years. 
"And where 


were you in prison, may 1 askP" 
scornfully continued the Attorney. 


WAS IN ANDERSONVILLE. 
"In Andersonville," answered the 


man, and the answer won the 'case 
for the defendant. "Ah, men/* said 
the major, "it makes a big difference 
where yoii were in prison. For forty- 
three years I thought I was a free 
man, 
but the last twenty-two years 


of my life have been, the happiest— 
the years since I was captured by 
Jesus Christ, <and thank God I have 
been held a fast prisoner ever since. 
It's a great thing to be a man—not 
a thing, but a man; yes—a Man with 
a capital Jf." 


He then related the story of a line* 


man in Washington who in making 
repairs got 'hold of a live wire and 
was picked up for dead. He was 
revived, badly burned and the sur- 
geon, spoke to him; said he should 
be taken to the hospital and handed 
him -a flask containing 
brandy to 


stimulate 
him until 
the hospital 


could be reached. The victim 
re- 


fused the stimulant saying, "I can 
stand 2,000 volts of electricity, doc- 
tor, 
but I can't stand one volt of 


•brandy." That man was properly 
built, and it took courage to refuse 
that stimulant which the doctor said 
might save his life. Continuing on 
this line the major said that there 
are 300,000 wandering sots known 
as tramps in this country today who 
are going straight to hell because 
God has no room in his Kingdom for 
a drunkard. 


THE "TREATING" EVIL. 


The "treating" habit came in for a 


share of attention and this custom 
he said was not only sinful, 'but out- 
landish. 
He spoke of the methods 


of salutation practiced in some parts 
of Africa, -where friends, when they 
met, stopped, faced each other, bowed 
profoundly and then solemnly rub- 
bed the tips of their noses together. 
That looks funny to us, but it is not 
near so disgusting as to meet a 
friend, drag him into a saloon and 
insist oil him drinking something 
that he does not 
want, something 


that does him harm and then in half 
the cases allow him to pay for an- 
other dose besides. "The problem 
before the people of America is not 
a new navy nor a new financial pol- 
icy, 
but a new manhood for our cit- 


izens," said the speaker. 
He then 


touched with ungloved hands 
the 


cancer of licentiousness, 
speaking 


with great vigor and intense earn- 
estness. After saying that the sta- 
tistics show that there are 280,000 
women iu America known as prosti- 
tutes, he added that 'before there 
could possibly be a woman prostitute 
there must first be a man prostitute. 
He dealt drastically with what 
is 


known as "society," which he said 
wag little less than a species of 
moral leprosy and is the most cor- 
rupt thing under the sun. Conclud- 
ing he said: 
"God makes no dis- 


tinction of sex in sin, and you can't 
find any in His Book—not from cover 
to cover. Let us all pray for God to 
help the fallen men and then we can 
all turn in and help the fallen wo- 
men. It takes courage, but let's do 
it. 
It requires more moral muscle 


to take an insult than to deliver a 
blow and that's the kind of muscle 
we should exercise 
mid cultivate. 


Let us pray."
